achievements, it is both safe and sane even at this time to con- 
fidently predict a still greater and grander Regatta in 1911. 

The first American settlement west of the Rocky Mount- 
ains was in Astoria in 1811, when the John Jacob Astor party 
established a trading post and built a fort, the historic site of 
which is located in the heart of this city. It was not until forty- 
eight years afterward that Oregon became one of the states of 
the Union. In Washington Irving’s interesting novel entitled 
“Astoria,” the scenes were laid in and around this city. Astoria 
therefore represents the beginning or initial point in the history 
of the Great Northwest, and that important historic event will 
be commemorated in a suitable and becoming manner in 1911, 
and it may be safely predicted without hesitancy or doubt,that 
the Regatta feature will be conspicuously in the limelight in 
that auspicious celebration. 

Astoria is steadily holding its own —not a boom develope- 
ment, but a substantial, permanant growth. One of the best evi- 
dences of this fact is shown in the number and class of build- 
ings now in course of construction, among which may be named 
the follwing; a new high school building costing $75.000; the 
Weinhard-Astoria hotel costing $100.000 and now nearing com- 
pletion; the Spexarth buliding costing about $60.000 and the 
Elks Temple costing about $75.009. Additional building impro- 








ments are in contmplation, among them the proposed Knights 
of Pythias Temple, the site for which has been purchased. Other 
enterprises are being considered and efforts are in progress look- 
ing to the establishment of new and diversified industries which 
course of time, and will contribute in a 
large measure to the commercial wea'th of a Greater Astoria. 

The salmon fishing industry of Astoria amounts to $3.000.000 
annually. There are eighteen billion feet of standing merchant- 
able timber in Clatsop County. No better dairying land can be 
found. The lands of Clatsop County are admirably adapted for 
the raising of small fruits. No better berries are raised anywhere. 

Th lumber mills, iron works, and extensive salmon canneries 
furnish employment to a large number of persons. 

There is no place on the Pacific Coast that affords better 
facilities for the manufacture of lumber, and its numerous by- 
products than the lower Columbia River. 

No one can forecast the possibilities that will open to the 
manufacturer of lumber when the Panama Canal opens the 
gates of the civilized world to the industries of the Pacific 
Coast, and cause the expansion of trade beyond the compre- 
hension of the most astute businessmen of the country. Its 
commanding harbor destines it to be a great commercial termin- 
al and shipping point.

Aggressive Portland Lawyer Making 

Warm Campaign to Succeed Ellis 

In House of Representatives. 

A. W. Lafferty, the aggressive Port- 
land lawyer, is making a warm cam- 
paign for the Republican nomination 
for Congress to succeed W. R. Ellis, 
of Pendleton. Lafferty is an insur- 
gent and stands with Cummins, Beve- 
ridge, Dolliver, LaFollette, Murdock 
and Madison against Cannon, Ald- 
rich, Payne and Dalzell He is in 
favor of a radical revision of the tar- 
iff. 

Lafferty is a native of Missouri and 
served one term as prosecuting at- 
torney of Montgomery county, al- 
though a Republican, being elected 
by an overwhelming majority in a 
strong Democratic county. He has 
been a resident of Oregon for six 
years and has gained considerable 
note as the author of the suits 
brought in the Federal courts to en- 
force the terms of the act of Con- 
gress by which the Oregon & Calif- 
ornia railroad (now the Southern 
Pacific) was granted 3,000,000 acres 
of land in Oregon. This land is now 
held against settlement in defiance 
of the plain terms of the grant. Laf- 
ferty expects to break this monopoly 
by the suits now pending, and open 
the land to settlement. Lafferty was 
also the champion of the Siletz set- 
tlers, before Congress. ;

posal of reclaimation funds. By re- 
peal of Section 9 of the Reclamation 
Act, the government was relieved of 
the necessity of returning to Oregon 
in shape of appropriations for reclam- 
ations projects, funds derived from 
sale of public lands. Over $5,360,000 
is now due the State this source and 
it is estimated that $20,000,000 more 


will be realized in this state by the 
government in the next ten years. 
There is now no law requiring that 
one dollar of this vast sum be spent 
in Oregon. Lafferty proposes to re- 
store Section 9 of the Act, which was 
repealed by the Ways and Means 
committee of which Congressman 
Elis is a member. 

Under adminstration by the Inter- 
jor Department the homestead and 
timber laws have practically been re- 
pealed, so now a man’s rights to take 
government land are worth nothing to 
him. Lafferty proposes that the 
former me.hod of enforcing the laws 
be restored so a poor man can again 
take up 160 acres of land for his own 
use and benefit. This is to be done 
by creation of a public land court. 
Another matter he is vitally interested 
in is improvement of Oregon water- 
ways and harbors. 

Lafferty has spent part of every 
Winter for the last four years in 
Washington watching Congress at 
work. He is familiar with the routine 
of legislation and has been assured 
that he can get the laws he proposes 
through Congress. He has plenty of 
ability, is a hard worker and a good 
talker. He will make an ideal Con- 
gressman and prospects for his nom- 
ination and election grow brighter 
every dav.

Racing Rules For Sailing Boats 





The chairman of the Racing Committee shall have full power 
over all races. 
All questions arising in the saling of various events 
shall be settled by the judges, and their decisions shall be based 
upon these rules so far as they will apply, and such decisions 
shall be final. The judges. shall make reports of the results to 
the chairman and secretary of the Regatta Committee within 
five hours from the ending of each days races, after which the 





said chairman and secretary shall give to the owner of each 
winning boat an order on the treasurer for the prize won. Entry 
fees for all sailing and rowing races, $1. 

Rule 1. Measurement. 
measured shall give notice at the Regatta headquarters within a

reasonable time before the first day of the Regatta. 


Rule 2. Entries. All entries must be made at Regatta head- 
quarters before 10 p.m. of the day preceding that on which 
the race in which said ent-y will compete takes place. Names 
of both the Captain and the crew of each boat must be handed 
to the Race Committze at the time of entry. 

Rute 3. 
more contestants start. 


No prize shall be awarded in any race unless two or 


Rule 4. Classification, Courses and Sails. Will be designated 
by the Regatta committee in each day’s program. Every sloop 
shall carry her private signal at the peak. A racing flag must 
also be carried by cat boats at the mast head. Any sloop or cat 
boat not complying with this rule, unless prevented by an ac- 
cident occuring after starting shall forfeit all claims to a prize. 


Rule 5. Meeting. Boats going free must always give way 
to those by the wind. Boats on the starboard tack shall have 
the right of way. If two yachts are meeting end on, or nearly 
end on, so as to involve risk of collision, the helms of both shall 
be put to the port so that each may pass on the port side of 
each other. 


..Rule 6, Overtaking, Rounding Etc. A boat overtaking anoth- 
er shall keep out of her way, but when rounding any buoy or 
vessel used to mark out the course, if two yachts are not clear 
of the mark, whether it be the lea or weather boat which is 


in danger of fouling it, the other boat must give way. No boat 
shall be considered clear of another unless she is so much ahead

Rule 9. Close Hauled Approaching Shore. If two boats are 


standing towards a shore or shoal, or towards any buoy, boat or 


drawn ‘clear 


vessel and the boat leeward is likely to run aground, or foul of 
such buoy, boat or vessel (except as provided in Rule 6) and is 
not able to tack without coming into collision with the boat to 
windward, the latter shall at once tack on being hailed to do so 
by the person sailing the leeward boat, who must see that his 
own boat tacks at the same time. 





Rule 10. Fouling. Each of the boats must fairly round the 
course, and must not touch any buoy or vessel needed to mark 
it out but shall not be disqualified if wrongly compelled to do 






so by another boat. If a boat in consequence of her neglect of 
any of these rules shall foul another boat, or compel other boats 
to foul, she shall forfeit all claim to the prize, and shall pay all 
damages. 


Rule 11. Propulsion and Sounding. No means of propulsion. 
except sails shall be allowed. Nothing but a hand line and lead 
shall be used for sounding during a race. In case it is neces- 
sary to anchor at any point on the course, the boat shall not be 
started ahead until the anchor is in place on deck. 














Rule 12. Protests. Any boat desiring to protest must at once 
show the Regatta signal conspicuously in the rigging, and keep 
it flying until she has crossed the line or has entered her protest. 
Protests must be made in writing within two hours after the 
conclusion of the race. 












Rule 13. 
ing each sailing race a preparatory gun will be fired from the 
flagship and the blue peter hoisted to the foremast top of flag 
ship. After the starting gun has been fired, the blue peter will 
be taken down and be replaced, by the Club Burgee. Any boat 
failing to cross the starting line 10 minutes after the starting 
gun has been fired will be disqualified. 


Starting. Ten minutes- before the time for start- 













All boats must be under sail at least five minutes before the 
second gun is fired. In maneuvering for position before the 
start all boats must abide by an accident from fouling or other- 
wise that may befall them. The starting line shall be drawn 
from the grandstand to the flagship or judges’ boat, on the north 
side of the channel and all boats at start and finish must cross 
the line between the grandstand and the judges boat opposite. 
All handicaps in sailing races shall be from the actual start, the 
time of each boat being taken when crossing the line at the fin- 
ish, and the necessary allowances or deductions made.

Ownership. 

1. Each boat entered for a race must be the bona fide pro- 
perty of, or under charter to, the person in whose name she is 
entered who must be a member of a recognized yacht club. 

2. A person chartering a boat shall be considered as the 
owner, 

3. No boat which has been chartered shall be entered for a 
race, unless she has been chartered in good faith for a period 
of not less than thirty days. 

4. No two boats owned wholly or in part by the same per- 
son shall enter in the same class. 

Entries. 

1. All entries shall be made in writing, and shall be signed 
by the owner or his representative, giving the name of the boat, 
class, rating, and racing number, and must be lodged with the 
Race Committee not later than two hours before the 
time of starting, exclusive of Sundays, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the committee. 

2 The Race Committee may refuse or accept any entry 
made after the time of closing. 

3. The Race Committee may, if they consider it expedient, 
reject an yentry. 


Instructions. 


1. The owner of cach gat entered for a race shall be fur- 
nished at the time of the entry, or as soon thereofter. as possi- 
ble with written or printed instructions as to the conditions of 
the race and the courses to be sailed. 

2. The-Race Committee may change the courses or amend 
the instructions, porvided notice of such change is give to each 
boat before the preparatory signal is given, 

3.’ In the absence of the owner, the delivery of instructions 
to any person.on board a boat shall be considered sufficient. 
sufficient. 


Crews. 


1. No person shall board or leave a boat after the starting 
signal has been made, except in case of accident, or injury to a 
person on board, 

2. All boats mtst carry as one of its crew a member of a 
recognized yacht club. 

3. The owner of every winning boat shall, before the award- 
ing of prizes, file with the Race Committee a cert-ficate stating 
chat the rules have been obeyed. Such certificate shall include 
the names and addresses of the members of the crew. 


Numbers. 


All boats shall carry Yacing numbers, which shall be placed 
so they can be easily seen by the Race Committee as the boats 
approach the line. 

Postponement, 


The Race Committee may postpone a race, should unfavor- 
able weather or other circumstances make a postponement ad- 
visable 


A Yace postponed or re-sailed shall be considered a new race.

Anchoring. 

A boat may anchor, but must weigh anchor again and not 
slip. A boat shall not warp or kedge, or make fast to any buoy, 
pier, vessel, or other object, except for purposes speci fled in hte 
following rules: 

Running Aground and Fouling. 

A boat running aground or fouling a buoy, pier, vessel, or 
other object, may use her anchors, warp, etc., to get clear, but 
may ont receive any assistance except form the vessel fouled. 
Any anchor or warp so used must be taken on board again 
before continuing the race. 

Accidents. 

Every boat shall render all possible assistance to any vessel 
or person in peril, and if in the judgement of the Race Com- 
mittee she shall thereby have impaired her chance of winning, 
they may order the race to be resailed between such boat or 
boats and the winner in the class. 

Sourding. 

No other means of sounding than the hand lead and line

1. When two boats are approaching one another, so as to 
involve Tisk of collision, one of tiem shall keep out of the way 
of the other, as follows namely: 

(a) When two boats are meeting end on crch shall alter her 
course to starboard. | 

<>) When two boats are crossing, the one which has the 
/hter on her own starboard side shall keep out of the way. 

(c) Where by any of these rules, one of the two boats is to 
keep out of the way, the other shall keep her course and speed. 

(d) Every boat which is directed by these rules to keep out of 
the way of another boat shall, if the circumstances of the case 
admit, avoid crossing ahead of the other. 

(e) Every boat which is directed by these rules to keep out 
of the way of another boat shall, on approaching her, 1f neces- 
sary, slacken her speed, or stop, or reverse. 

(f) Every boat overtaking another shall keep out of the 
way of the overtaken vessel 

(g) In obeying and construing these rules the regard shall be 
had to all dangers of navigation and collision, and to any spe- 
cial circumstances which may render a departure from the above 
rules necessary in order to ayoid immediate danger. 

h) <A boat under way, in taking any course authorized or re- 
quired by these rules, shall indicate that course py the following 
signals on her whistles or siren, namely: 

One short blast to mean, “I am directing my course to star- 
board.”

Three short blasts to mean, “My engines are going at full 
speed astern.”

2. Overtaking, An overtaking boat shall, as long as an over- 
lap exists, keep clear of the boat which is being overtaken. 


Boats in passing shall allow at least ten feet of clear water 
between them, and th ding boat shall not alter her course 
so as to compel an ov king boat to pass within the ten-foot 
limit, 


3, Passing and Rounding Marks. Should, however, an over- 
lap exist between two boats when both of them are about to 
pass a mark on the required side, then the outs:de boat must 
give the inside boat room to pass clear of the mark. 


A boat shall not, however, be justified in attempting to es- 
tablish an overlap and thus force a passage between another 
boat and the mark, after the latter has altered her helm for the 
purpose of rounding. 


4. Definition of Overlap. An overlap is established when an 
overtaking boat has no longer a free choice of which side she 
will pass. 


5. Alternig Course. When of two boats one is obliged to 
keep clear, the other shall not alter her course so as to involve 
risk of fouling, 

6. Bearing Away. A boat shall not bear away out of her 
course so as to hinder another in passing to starboard. 

7. Obsruction too Sea Room, When a boat is approaching 
a shore, shoal, rock vessel, or other dangerous obstruction and 
cannot go clear by altering her course without fouling another 
boat, then the latter shall, on being hailed by the former, at 
once give room. 


Protests. 

1. Notice of intention to protest that a boat has violated 
these rules may be given during a race by displaying flag B of 
the signal code, and keeping such flag flying until answered by 
the Race Committee with the answering pennant.

Disqual‘fication. 


1. Every boat must go fairly around the course, and must 
not touch any mark, but shall not be disqualified if wrongfully 
compelled to do so by another. 

2. If a boat, in consequence of her neglect of these rules, 
shall foul another boat or compel another boat to foul any boat, 
mark r bstructin, or to run aground, she shall be dsiqualified 
and the owner shall pay all damages, 

3. The Race Committee shall, with or without a protest, 
disqualify any boat, should it come to their knowledge before 
the awarding of prizes that she has committed a breach of these 
rules. 


Awarding of Prizes 


1. Prizes shall be awarded in all classes in which one or 
more boats sail the course. Should a boat sail alone in her class 
she shall be entitled to a “sail-over” prize of one-half the value 
of the regular prize. 

2. If a winning boat be disqualified, the prizes shall be 
awarded the next boats in order of standing 


Suspension of Rules. 


The Race Committee shall have power to suspend any of 


these rules, by stating their suspension in the instructions for 
the race, or by agreement with the owners of the competing 
boats.
